Citizens Approve Civil Service Rules

in District Offices.

BETTER MEN CAN BE SECURED

Expressions of Opinion from Well-know- n

People Some Fear lest the Apportion-

ment Clause Might Work Mischief Besi-den- ts

Ought to Receive Protection.

The extension of the civil servico rules to
the departments of tbo District government
is now before tbo peoplo of tbo city.
They read in The Times yesterday of tbo

made by the District Commissioners, in
conference with the President, to make this
extension a speedy consummation, and also
tbe intimation from the President that action
might be looked for at an early day.

Prominent citizens of tbo District, and
among thorn members of tbo Civil Servico Re-

form Association, havo boon at work for somo
time obtaining; the views of the leaders In
professional, mercantile, and laboring classes
on this subject, and as a result they have

petitions to tbo President praying for
such an extension. These petitions, while
they are in one sense in the usual form, have
a feature somewhat different from the ordi-

nary document asking relief or favor.
Those circulating tbo papers have asked

each of tbo signers not only for his signature
but aleo for a brief statement of tbo reasons
for that signature. These- requests have in
nearly all cases been complied with. On ono
list alone there are fifteen of the largest busi-
ness establisbments in tbo city, tbo beads of
which will give their reasons of approval to-

day. Ud to date it can bo said that the pulse
of the leading classes has been felt, and that
the general and personal opinion is In favor
of the extension.

Among tbe merchants who have expressed
favorabm opinion aro:

S. W. Woodward and A. 31. Lothrop, of
Woodward & Lothrop; Ed. P. Hertz. W. B.
Moses L Son, George W. Cochran, A. Llsner,
aud R. Harris & Co.

Of the legal fraternity there aro:
A. S. "SYorthlngton, J. J. Darlinston, T. A.

Lambert, president of tbo Independent Ico
Company; S. S. Kenklo, John B. Larncr,
counsel lor tbo Wasninstou Loan and Trust
Company, and John Selden.

Among tbo bankers aro John J. Edson,
president of tbo Washington Loan and Trust
Company, and C. C. Glover, of Biggs & Co.

Tbe real estate men aro well represented on
the petition. Col. 31. A. Frisbie, of the Vir-
ginia Produce Company, favored tbo propo-
sition and thought that it would be tbo means
of making the District government better,
and especially by "securing a superior class
of men for its employes." If that could bo
accomplished bo was" heartily in favor of tbo
movement.

Capt. John "Wheeler said ho thought civil
service reform could not accomplish much
just now, but if it could bo applied to tbo
District go ernment and its principles carried
out, be would indorse tbo idea.

James L. Korris bad read the article in
The Times, but he had not yet given the sub-
ject such attention as would warrant him In
speaking at length on it at present.

Senator Taulkner. a member of the District
Committee, was out of town, as were Col-
lector W. U. Manogue and Mr. Lawrence
Gardner, sM:retary of the Democratic Con-
gressional committee. The local political
sentiment is. however, is train with the idea
and can be relied upon to further the aim of
tbe Civil Service Beform Association and
civil service reform in senaral.

Bev. E. D. Bailey, of the Civil Servico Com-
mission, said to a Times reporter last evening
tbat tbe proposed placing of certain District
employes under the control of the Civil Ser-
vice Commission so far as their appointment
was concerned, would be a good thing for tbe
city. It would, he said, result in making the
community a more stable one. because tbo
employes, instead of being subject to tbo
whims of politicians and others, would feel
that their positions were secure while their
efficiency and good conduct continued.

"But," he added, "I hope, if a plan is agreed
upon, it 'rill be so arranged that tbe oflices
will go to District people and not be placed
under tbe general apportionment to the States
and Territories, which would result in giving
tbe places to men from all sections, taken
from the available lists."

Mr. Waiter CoMello, who represents tho
populous Twelfth dtatriet of Washington on
the central Democratic committee, said ho
favored the proposition, provided the offices
would not be scattered under the States ap-
portionment to people from all sections of tbe
country.

"I am a believer in tho doctrine of homo
rule," said Mr. Costcllo, "and the District
offices should be given to District people."

Said Mr. Nathan Sickle, the tobacco coaler,
of No. 1011 Pennsylvania avenue northwest:
"In my opinion, tho proposition to pxtendtho
civil serviceto tbo omployes of tbo District
government is a move in tho right direction.
If consummated, It will rIvo everyono a
change, and act as a barrict in preventing
Congressmen and others fnm unloading
their political refuse upon tho taxpayers of
the District."

"It is a good thing," said Capt. E. D.
Harston, of the Treasury, who was formerly
a member of tbe West Virginia Legislature
"If we are going to have civil servico reform
let it extend into all branches of tho govern-
ment, including the District of Columbia."

"I say," remarked ilr. J. W. Searle, tho
publisher, of C3D P street northwest, "tbat if
the proposition "will result in preventing
politicians residing in other States from
tilling tho offices Lere with their cast-o- ff fol-
lowers and henchmen, as has been the case in
too many instances, let us have civil servico
reform galore."

Prof. A. G. Bogers said: "I hardly like to
speak without more careful consideration. I
know little about District politics. At tho
first glance I am inclined to say no; yet I am
in favor of giving the places to the men who
are best qualiliod to fill them."

Bev. Alexander Kent said: "I do not know
about the work of tho present Civil Service
Commission. I have beard it severely criti-
cised, and am not sufficiently acquainted with
its work to pass judgment. But I am cer-
tainly in favor of distributing tho positions In
the interest 01 tno host service to the govern-- ;
rnent They ought not to be given in the in- -,

torests of Congressmen nor to tho favoritos of
anybody. I am in fayor of true civil servico
reform wisely and conscientiously admin--;
istered. I do not say that tho present is not
such."

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DEATH OF EUGENE OUDIN.

Paralytic Stroke Received While Nursing
a Friend Ends Fatally .Mr. Oudiu's

Remarkable Musical Career.
Baltimore, Md., Nov. 4. A cablegram from

London to Gen. Agnus announces tho death
of Eugene Oudln this morning.

Eugene Esporanco Oudln was born In New
York and was about thirty-fiv- e years old. Ho
was tho stepson of Collector Kilbreth, of Now
York, and a nephew of Gen. Felix Agnus.
From early childhood ho displayed a wonder-
ful tasto for music, and as a boy was a noted
chorister at Dr. Tingo's church.

Young Oudln practiced law with Evarts,
Southmaid and Cnoato, nnd bnd the promiso
of a brilliant career, but his wondorlul nat-
ural talent as a vocalist called blra to tho mu-

sical world. Mr. Oudin was a favorito pupil
of Signor Modorati and through tbe combined
influenco of his instructor aud SJgnor Cam-pana-

adopted tho stage.
In London ho has had pbonomonnl success

and his talent won for bim a position on tbo
social staff of tho Princo of AVnlcs. Through
Ills intimato friend, Sohaychowsky, tho noted
Russian composer, ho was introduced at Mos-
cow last year, and was received most enthusi-
astically by tho Russians. Mr. Oudin's volco
was a high bnritono, pure in tone Ho cre-

ated a part in Sullivan's "Ivnnhoo" and mndo
a hit in tho opera of "Eugouo Onejdn," pro-
duced in London In tho spring of 1893.

Mr. Oudln was tho composer of many beau-
tiful ballads, and also tho author of tho opera
"Zaida." To him the English-speakin- g

world owes tho beautiful translation Into their
tonguo ot Nldors' famous songs from tho
French, nnd many other works of equal note
havo been translated by him.

Mr. Oudin was a man of most sympathetic
nature and loyal to hU friends, and it was
owing to his responsive nature that ho fell
victim to the malady which caused his death.

His illness was brought on nursing tho Into
Charles Chalterton. Signor Porugini's brother.
Tho lntter had gono to visit Mr. Oudin at his
country place at Frymptom-on-se- a. Mr.
Oudin had a stroke of paralysis October 22.
Tho stroke was attributed directly to overtax-
ing bis strength in waiting on Mr. Chattorton,

GOD'S LAW AND HAN'S LUCK.

Roy. O. A. Brown's Sermon on the Degra-
dation of Man by Superstitions.

Foundry M. E. Church was comfortably
filled last night with members of tho congre-
gation nnd visitors, who went to hear tho dis-

course of tho pastor of tho church, Rov. Oli-

ver A. Brown, who took for his subject, "Law
and luck."

Beforo discussing this themo Mr. Brown
stated tbat on next Sunday bo would deliver
tbo first of a series of sermons on social, civil
and religious subjects.

As to his suDjectho said it was not based on
any special religious text, and that bo would
treat it only from a common-sens- o stand-
point. Ho had been very much surprised at
tho answers of a very prominent gentleman
of Now York, who was asked whether ho
would prefer his son te bo a drunkard or a
gambler, and unhesitatingly answered, a
gambler. His reason was that a gambler will
do more and in a much shorter space of time
to alienate hluself and all directlv connected
with him from everything good and noblo
than any other living being. Gambling hard-
ens nnd degrades much fuster and much
surer than drink, causing the loss of all

and consequently respect for all oth-
ers. Men may drink and bocomo drunkards,
but they do not reach the point of total social
ostracism, which is surely the fato of tbo
gambler.

Tbe use of tbo word "luck" by parents, ho
said, was very injurious, and ho referred to
tbo bad influences of the too-oft- used ex-
pression "better to be born lucky than rich."
Ho would that bo could in ono breath wipo
out forever tho thoughts of chance. Tho
speaker challenged contradiction of tho state-
ment that no mattor when or how much of
this world's wealth tho gambler or the man of
chance gathered it never yet brought him
honor, distinction, or the respect and confi-
dence of his fellowman. Success will surely
come, but it is always tho result of the faith-
ful and untiring following of the law of God
and innn. In every home, ho said, you will
find somo symbol of luck, but none so com-
mon as the horseshoo above tho door. Nearly
evory home has a room which is considered
either lucky or unlucky. This is superstition,
and, f.ay what you will, superstition Is noth-
ing moro or less than chance or luck.

Ho here referred to tbo boys in the streets
playing marbles; tho one who won Is called
lucky, but it's gambling. Ho also cited an
instance of somo children who ware found in
the street gambling for pennies. Ho nlso said
ho could show In this city many places sup-
ported by tho followers of games ot chance.
Again he said success follows effort, which is
guided by the lnw of God and man. Accu-
mulate if you can, but just so sure as it is not
dono in accordance with the law of God, it
will bo a curso to you.

PLENTY OF CROOKS IN TOWN.

Now They Have Gone to New York and
Will Ue Kept Out.

Although the number of robberies reported
recently has been reasonably small, it has
been well known that the city up to last night
was filled with crooks of all degroes. Tho
election in New York has attracted thithor a
large majority of these unwelcome gentry,
who mostly hail from tho metropolis, and
have gono home to voto and incidentally pick
up tho plums to be found during such
periods.

The detectives attached to tho Metropolitan
police force havo been kept very busv watch-
ing tho known mombor3 of the "swell mob"
since tho influx of men who live by their wits
coincident with tho boom in horse racing
hereabouts. Most of the thieves aro person-
ally known to the detectives, and so closehas
been the vigil of tho latter no opportunity
has been offered tho intruders to do any
work.

Last night and Saturday night tho greater
portion took tho trip to New York. Now that
tho city has been cleansed of them in this
way, Inspector Hollinborger and his men are
determined to keep them out. It has been
decided that if tho crooks return they will bo
arrested by tho wholesale as suspicious char-
acters and sent to tho workhouse. This In-
tention will surely bo carried out, and conse-
quently the trains from Now York, after the
election is over, will be watched, and' theso
thieves will be identified, warned to turn
back, or accept tho alternative of a stay be-
hind the bars.

FAVORABLE TO A COMPROMISE.

Bakers Exchanzc May Come to the Jour-
neymen's Terms.

Tho journeymen bakers hold a long and
excited meeting at Rechabito Hall Saturday
night. Before 8 o'clock, tbe regular hour for
assembling, the men began to como in num
hers, and when President Sonneuberg called I

the meeting to order tho room was crowded.
Secretary Rudloff was reported ill at tbo hos-
pital.

The question of tho ovonlng was what ac-
tion should be taken to meet tbo effort made
during the past ten days to force home upon
tho community tho fact that a low prlco for
bread hurts every grade of worklngmon

in tho bakeries Theso efforts havo
taken the form of reduction m wages and dis-
charge of employes.

A number of speeches wero mado and sev-
eral wild propositions for retaliation wero
promptly put under extinguishers. While tho
meeting was in progress, it is understood, a
representative of John G. Melnhcrg, whoso
men allege that they wero discharged without
cause last Sunday, came forward with a prop-
osition. Molnborg asserts tbat ho is a union
baker and says ho only wants decent treat-
ment from members of tbe union. His repre-
sentations were listened o patiently, but so
far as could bo learned no action was takon
looking to a settlement of tho difficulties.

Tho Bakers Exchange, however, appears
to realize that it is time to come to terms with
tbo men, and tho feeling last night was favor-ab- lo

to a compromise.

PLEADING FOR INEBRIATES

Dr. Godding Malics an Eloquent Ap-

peal for an Asylum for Them.

HIS EFFORT SO FAR FRUITLESS

Alcohol and Its Compounds Denounced as

Food Fit Only for Devils DrunkonnoBs
as a Disease Acquired and Inherited
Somo Sad Pioturos of Wrecked Youth Cited.

An eloquent plea for tho establishment of
an Inebrlato asylum in tbo District of Colum-

bia was mado last evening by Dr. W. W. God-

ding, superintendent of tbo Government Hos-

pital for tho Insano, during his very able
lecturo beforo tbe temperance society of tbo
North Presbyterian Church, on N street,

Ninth and Tenth streets northwest.
"Washington has a workhouso and an alms-

house," ho said. "I would to God also that
it bad an inobrlato homo. If you will pardou
tho egotism, 1 havo dreamed of such a home.
I havo labored for it in season and out of sea-

son; havo assisted in drafting bills; havo
pleaded with Congressional committees, and
seon laws enacted In ono House only to bo

swallowed up and lost in tho hopeless raazo of
bills waiting for passago in the othor. Tho
way has been long nnd it is 'hopo deferred
that maketh tho heart sick.' Yet when I re-

flect that this asylum or homo, this eddy out
of tho maelstrom, is all that is left for tho vic-

tims of strong drink, the only sheltering arms
that can feavo them, I still feel that Congress
will grant it, nnd that even 1 mny livo to seo
hero in tho District of Columbia an industrial
homo where tho poor waifs of fortune and dis-

ease may como, without money or friends.
Hud rofugo and perchance bo healed.

"Those uurning auostions of tho inebrinto
nnd his treatment, aud who is his keopor, and
who has mado him so, demand to bo heard,
not alone in public assemblies and crowded
balls, but in tho workshop, m tho stores, on
the street, and wherever men como together,
there a fitting word for tho groat phllan-throp-

may well bo said. If tho public
sentiment which already exists in tho District
of Columbia can be voiced, and that voice bo
made to reach the ear of Congress by your
appeal to each individual Congressman, the
work is dono, tho refuge will be opened, and
those who between tho jail, tho nsylum,
tho workhouse, aud the gutter havo found no
rest will bo gathered homo at last.

" 'Is lifo worth living?' caustically asksMal-loc- k,

and Ingersoll, with his plea for suicide,
hns sntisfted somo fools tbat it is not. Is life
worth living? To that question scientific
agnosticism will hardly venture a negative
answer. Thero Is no young man of American
birth, sound in mind and-bod- whatever may
bo his faith or want of faith, who does not
believe thnt lifo is worth living and full of
glorious opportunities for him. What young
mnn for a moment doubts that in his indi-
vidual caso tho possibilities aro tbo probabili-
ties. To tho voice ot tbe future calling to
him to come and possess tho earth, his heart
unhesitatingly makes answer: 'I come.'
"In the sublime audacity of fnlth,

'lie thou renowned,' he to tho mountain salth,
And with ambitious feot sauure and proud.

Ascends tho ladder loaning on tho cloud."
Referring to one of the maxims of wealthy

Mr. Worldly Wiseman, which says, "Food is
tho gift of God, alcohol is a food," Dr. God-
ding continued:

"Here, doubtless, wo shall bo met by tho
modern seoker after exact truth, from whoso
crucible in tho Inst analjsis nothing escapes
but tho real essence of "things, which being
spiritunl can only bo spiritually discerned,
and so will never bo found in tho 'caput mor-tuu-

and ashes at tho bottom of his lifo
studies, and wo shall bo asked if it is not true
in a senso that alcohol is a food and recog-
nized as such by the highest authorities on
physiology. Physiologists havo held and still
maintain tbe most contradictory views on
this subject, but under certain conditions and
in a limited sense wo may admit that it Is a
food. But tho mistake mado by so many
young men is tbat of supposing it a food in
tho senso in which mother's milk is a food
nnd of imbibing it ns freely.

"A food, Is it? When we turn to the statis-
tics of poverty and crime, and seo what rum
has mado them; when we open 'Darkest Eng-lnn-

nnd read what that practical Christian,
Gen. Booth, says of the rivers of gin in Lon-
don, that like tho streams of equatorial Af-
rica Impede human progress in all directions;
when wo enter our asylums and hospitals and
stand In tho presence of the wrecks of mind
nnd body that whisky has mado then I think
tbat such nutriment, if it indeed bo nutri-
ment, is flt only for devils' food."

Referring to drunkenness as a disease tho
learned doctor said: "God help the hapless
offspring who como into tho world with tho
narcotic taint of inherited thirst, for they suf-
fer for tho indulgence and sin of unother
generation.

"The good old homespun virtues of com-
mon honesty and strict sobriety have, I am
sorry to say", become rare, and in this ago of
steam and high pressure already command a
premium in tho labor markets of tbe world.
Tho man whom we trust to drive tho locomo-
tive must have steady nerves and a clear head.
In tbe storms of lifo, no less than with ships nt
sea, where to swerve a smglo point may mean
shipwreck, we demand tbat he who walks tho
quarter-dec- k shall bo sober.

"Wealth when it spawns in these latter dajs
throws off a great many youths who aspire to
bo tho young men of tho period; to set tho
fashion for the fools who ape them. They
aro but tho product of too much money and
too litlo brains. Their faith and their lives
are both mado up of negotiations nnd In tho
self indulgent career which they elect to fol-

low, their existence in its usefulness rivals
that of tho grasshopper, and in its selfishness
becomes a libel on creative wisdom.

"Many of tho young men of y who in-
herit wealth, inherit with it so little of any-
thing else. Tho rich man's son of our
knight errant, is too often only a dude, his
mind being principally exercised over tho flt
of his clothes; his noblest aim to improve tho
breed, not of men, but of dogs; his highest
ambition to drivo a tally-h- o coach. Ho is
clever at compounding a punch, but better at
imbibing it. Outwardly punctilious, turn
him inside out ho would resemble Lazarus,
his moral nature being full of sores.

"Tho saddest picture to me is whero tho
young man, naturally noble, generous nnd

flnds himself in tho Lncoon
folds cf tho alcohol habit at last. Ho hits, in-
deed, sinned doeply: yes, yes, and yet I
sometimes think moro sinned against by
society than sinning, for his nature, always
confiding nnd has not learned
to say 'no' to tho wino that as a loving bov-era-

wo pressed upon him. Porchanco,
somo vice in tho blood, some neurosis that
Was a legacy from tho past planted tho thirst,
and blotting out the will, delivered him,
bound band and foot. Into tho burning, fiery
furnaco of appetite. Robert Burns, Charles
Lamb, Edgar A. Poo all literature abounds
in theso sad cases.

"It is a disease of which sin may bnyo laid
the foundation, but tho pathological changes
in tho brain, these Ho outsldo of tbo piano of
moral accountability, nnd aro in tho nature
of tho wages of sin rather than tho sin itself.

ing Use of Intoxicants by Policemen.
The Anti-Salo- League was agreeably

surprised yesterday afternoon by tho largo
number of representative citizens attracted
by its announcement of tho Wesley Chapel
meeting at 3 o'clock. Nothwlthstanding
Bishop Newman's aftornoon meeting in a
neighboring church it was moro numorously
nttonded than any provious oveuing gather-
ing, nnd this fact was commented upon grato-- f
ully by somo of the speakers.

Tho meeting was addressed by the Rov. F.
D. Powers, pastor of the Vermont Avonuo
Christian Church; Rov. Charles L. Pate,
pastor of tho North Capitol M. E. Church; E.
J. Redmond, president of tho Father Mntthow
Total Abstinence Socioty. and Rev. L. B.
WiMon, president of tho Anti-Salo- League.
Among others prominent were Rov. Charles
W. Baldwin. Rov. B. Peyton Brown, A. N.
Cnnfleld, grand chief templar of tho Inde-
pendent Order of Good Templars; Mrs. M. E.
Griffith, president of tho District W. 0. T. U.;
A. K. Bolt, grnnd chief ruler of tho District
Rechabitcs, and Mrs. Glllcnwater. secretary
of tho n Leaguo, all of whom had
seats on tho platform. Judgo A. S.Taylor was
in the audience.

The eorvice3 wero in chnrgo of Vice Presi-
dent Jamc3 L. Ewin. In Introducing the busi-
ness of tho afternoon, Mr. Ewin said the
work of tho League for tho past few months
was confined to a distribution of papers
among tho residents of sections whero tho sa-
loons aro located to tost tho working of tho
new license law. Those papers propounded
certnln questions to which answers wero In-

vited, looking to a pledge for the withdrawal
of consent to tho contlnunnco of saloon li-

censes. Many favorable answers wore ob-
tained, whilo mauy neither favorable norcom-plimenta-

wore received. It was oxplalnod
that under the law a Hcenso onco issued
might bo continued without again securing
tho consent of residents, unless objections
thereto wero filed with tho board of excise.

Rov. Mr. Power said tbo Christian peoplo
should arise to tho duties and obligations of
citizenship. Tho people aro unconcerned ap-
parently. Feeling that they had no voto.
they wero not regardful of their responsibili-
ties. Wo nro living under two forms govern-
ment bumnn and divine ho said, and owe a
duty to both. Ho did not believe in permit-
ting tho worst elemonts to rule and did not
behove if tho Christian peoplo united in the
matter, voto or no voto, and should go to
work determined to put down tho liquor
traffic it would bo done,

Rov. C. L. Pate, tbo next speaker, said: "In
the language of a logician, uneducated but
practical, I am 'agin tho saloon because the
saloon is agin me.'" He related an anecdote
to indicate bis position on tho license ques-
tion, suying: "If there are fifteen snakes in a
cask with fifteen holes at which to get out.
that's license; if tho fifteen snakes have but
five holes at which to emerge, that's high
license; driving tho snakes over into tho next
county is local option, but killing iho reptiles
is prohibition." He believed in the destruction
of the snakes.

President Redmond, ot tho St. Matthew So-
ciety, followed in an appeal for unity of pur-
pose upon tho part of Christians of all creeds
in opposition to liquor. Ho bad no war to
mnke, ho said, upon the liquor seller it was
the traffic ho was opposing. The tomperanco
people ask nothing of tho Commissioners that
should not bo granted. They ask that tho
police, who are sworn to enforce the laws,
shall do their duty. He bolieved a largo ma-
jority of tho policemen would imitate Sergt.
Daley if they felt they would be sustained by
public sentiment, but they could hardly bo
blamed for laxity when the efforts to down
Daley wero so plainly manifest.

"Tho church of which I am a communicant
is with you," said Mr. Redmond. "It be-
lieves in maintaining tho law. Anarchy and
nil forms of evil are hatched In a saloon, and
if certain peoplo would expend as much en-
ergy against saloons as they taed against
immigration thero would bo no trouble."

Dr. iWHson, president of tho League, was
tho last speaker. His address was a sum-
ming up of tho duty of tho hour. Ho said ho
was delighted with" the bold utterances of the
local press In their comments upon the work
of tho League, and regarded it as a good
omen.

"Tho battlo is on," said Dr. Wilson, "and
we should fairly face th- - issues. Now is the
time when tho renewals of licenses are being
applied for, and now is the time for action,
for open protest, for open opposition. Lot
those who would be on the side of right and
of righteousness join with us."

Ho referred to tho statements published in
TnE Times and Star of tho work required to
be done in a certain quarter of tho city, and
said tho character of that work depends upon
tho advice of counsel. He announced that a
meeting of the Leaguo committee would be
held at the close of tho exercises to consider
tho matter.

Tho meeting adopted a resolution to tho
effect tnat "believing tho members of tho
Metropolitan police force, tho conservators of
tho public peace, should bo sober men and
free ftom all taint of collusion with tho
saloon. 1

"Resolved, by the citizens of Washington,
in g assembled, that wo do heart-
ily indorso and commend the action of the
honorable Commissioners of tho District in
their recent order forbidding any police
officer from obtaining or drinking intoxi-
cating liquors at any saloon, either while "on
or off duty.' as tending to greatly increase
the efficiency of tho iorco, and we hope for
and expect its strict enforcement."

Tho committee meetin mentioned byDr.
Wilson was held immediately after adjourn-
ment of the League. Tho details of tno cam-
paign against tho "Division" violations of tho
license lnw were debated, but no conclusion
was reached. A second meeting of the com-
mittee, which will be secret, will bo held at an
early day, when tho plan will bo perfected.

Tho Leaguo meeting of yesterday afternoon
was arranged for by a special committee con-
sisting of A. E. Shoemaker, Mrs. Gillenwater,
Miss Colbath, J. S. Blackford, and J. C.
Sutor.

PLAGUE SPOTS OF THE CITY

One of the Worst Is Freeman's Alley

in the Northern Section. '

VICE AND CRIME REVEL THERE

"Worth a Policoman's life to Attempt an Ar-

rest After Nightfall Fight Between a
a Man and a Woman in Which a Baby Was

Used as tho Weapon Seen by Slummors.

A slumming expedition, headed by Mrs. E.
G. Halght, of St. John's Charity Leaguo,
mado a tour yesterday of that sinful byway
known as Freeman's alley, situated between
Sixth and Seventh, N and O streets north-

west. Mrs. Haight's main object was to pre-

sent to some of tho humanitarians of Wash-

ington living pictures of poverty in their ac-

tual state, without unduo coloring or exag-

geration. In this she thinks she succeeded.
The partjj entered tho alley from tho O

street side, passing groups of colored men and
women engaged in singing ribald songs and
Indulging In coarse jests and jokes. The 0
street entrance faces the High School build-

ing, nnd is an outlet for somo of tho worst
characters In thi3 city, some ot whom steal
out in the dark hours of tho night to commit
depredations upon tho citizens
during tho hours of slumber. In tho dawn-

ing, when gray streaks of light appear in tho
enstern sky, and tho early rising cocks are
crowing a welcome to tho breaking day, theso
midnight marauders return to this alley of
many ramifications, laden with their

swag.
Passing along the party encountered other

groups of illy-cla- d denizens men, women,
and children who wero breaking tho Sab-
bath with tbat reciles abandon character-
istic of tho lawless element. Turning a cor-
ner they came to tho spot, surrounded by
garbag heaps, pools of foul water, dead cats
and rats, where Policeman Laurensou wa3 set
upon and mobbed some time ago by several
hundred of tho dark-hue- d inmates of the un-
holy byway.

Further along, past tho filthy "shaek3," as
the tenements are termed, the slummers
camo to "tho flats," a series of two-sto-

bricks, in tho upper story of one of which a
determined attempt was made to murder
Frank Auldridge. one 01 the most courage-
ous policemen in the Second precinct. Off-
icer Aludndge was called into the overcrowded
structure to make an arrest, and when he
reached tho upper floor the inmates of tbe
place surrounded him and would have put
out bis morfal lights bad it not been for a
friendly colored man w ho ran to the station-bou- so

and summoned assistance.
After leaving "tbe Rats ' the expedition

continued through the divergent and filthy
sub-alle- and looked into tbe small booses,
in some of which from four to seven families
live. In one boose was found an ordinary-size- d

room which is occupied for eating,
deeping, and cooking purposes by eittbt hu-

man beings. In a lort over a stable was
found a family of six huddled together la
filth and poverty. Sueh scenes as thee-- were
witnossed throughout the entire alleyway,
which, in the language of one ot the slum-
mers, was found to be a veritable eeaspool of
crime nnd poverty.

Officer Frank Auldridge, on whose beat
Freeman's alley is situated, furnished some
interesting and startling laets and figures
concerning tho criminal status of tbe foul
thoroughfare. During tbe past quarter he
mado eigbty-sove- n arrests in this alley alone.
During onenight last week he took in four-
teen prisoners, and two nights later arrested
ten men and women inside of an hour, all of
whom plead guilty the following morning in
the police court.

Among Policeman Auldridge'a prisoners
was Bhoda Washington, a notorious female
who lived with Oscar Willis, who Is now
serving a long term in the "j)en." Several
years ago the Washington woman and Willis
were tried for manslaughter in causing tho
death ot her infant.

It appears that the two engaged in a fight
In ono of tho Freeman all sy "shacks." Dur-
ing tbe progress of the affray Bhoda Wash-
ington picked ud her infant by its feet, and
using the poor little thing as a club,proceeded
to strike Willis with it repeatedly. Then she
threw it nt him. The brutal "fellow then
seized the child and. using it as a missile,
hurled it at tho woman with great force. She
dodged and the little one struck the wall and
reboundod to tho floor, where it lay, a man-
gled corpse. Rboda, the terror, is now
serving a long sentence in tho workhouse,
where she was sent last week on the evidence
of Policeman Auldridge.

Laura Day, a gigantic negress. who is
known in tho alley as a "police ki.ler," was
also sent down on thi officer's evidence sev-
eral days ago. It usually requires a squad
of policemen to take Laura, but Officer Aul-
dridge subdued her single-hande- Ho told
a Times reporter that it is almost as much a3
a policeman's lifo is worth to mako an arrest
in Freeman's alley, especially after nightfall,
when, under cover of darkness, the officers
nro assailed with bricks, stones, clubs, and
sometimes pistols.

Complaint has been made to the Commis-
sioners by res.dents of the streets that bound
the alley," and it is expected that steps will
soon bo taken to purify the immoral atmos-
phere of tho place.
